3STERPAY was the great da> 


of the fair. There was a sea of 
faces In the pavilion. 
Crowds 


swarmed around 
the 
betting 


booths and a quarter of a mile of vehi- 
cles were stretched along the track. 


Nearly two thousand people passed 


through the pates. AH were not from 
Reno. 
Fifty came from Virginia and 


nearly three times that many from 
Carson. A large dstachment was up 
from WadswoMh and a similar nu,i>ber 
from Verdi, while people drove in long 
distances from the country side. 


The day opened fair and calm, but 


b- for* the races began there arose a 
wind which fllled the eyes of the spec- 
tators with dust and caused slower' 
time In the horse and bicycle races. 


The stock parade was one of the open- 


Ing features of the flay. Col. Marzen 
and John Sparks each exhibited large 
herds of thoroughbi-ed/Herefords and 
.short horns. 


The bicycle races were interesting 


events. The one that probably attract- 
ed -more people to the grounds than 
anything else was the mile inatch race 
between Jack Wing and W. A. Ked- 
die. 


The Carson people were there to root 


for "VVing and the local wheelmen were 
pinning their faith to Ions legged Ked- 
die 


It was a loafing race with changing 


of pace and had settled dow,n'to a wait 
lor the home stretch and a big heart- 
bursting sprint at the finish. When 
the last turn had been made Wing 
gave a jump, but was caught by the 
lotal man. 
their 
wheels 
lapping. 


Hitherto the race had been a satis- 
factory one for r.eno anJ there was lit- 
tle doubt but that Keddi='s wonderful 
sprinting powers would enable him to 
"Win easily by a couple of wheels' 
lengths. 


But Wing, who was in the lead, did 


something that awoke a :-oar cf In- 
dignation In the grand stand. 
In- 


stead of keeping in the beaten path, he 
cut off to the edge if the soft ground. 
Keddie's wheel was on the inside and 
he had the alternative of checking up 
and losing the race or continue the 
inside track, which v as carrying him 
through deep sand and over hummocks 
Of alfalfa that threatened to dismount 
him at any moment. 
Wing hugged 


the edge of the beaten track until he 
passed under the wire and Keddie was 
beaten by HVP f.-«t. 


The judges uere all Reno men, so In- 


stead of declaiins the race lost on a 
fonl and ruling Wing off the track, 
which the rules Instruct them to do in 
euch a case, they declared the heat off 
and direiteri it to be run over. Ked- 
die was perfectly willing to this, but 
the California rider refused to try con- 
clusions with the local rider. 


Scores of people went out to look 


at the tracks, which proved that the 
Reno rider has been played foul. 


The five mile handicap was a close 


and exciting race. Jim Hart, Stanley 
and Thompson were scratch men. Mer- 
shon was given 50 yards; J. Peckham, 
G. Johnson and G. Kornmeyer, 300; 
Will Hart and Alf Peckham, 350; B. 
Frazer and Art Peckham, 400. Hart 
crossed the tape first, with Jim Peck- 
ham a close second 
and 
Thompson 


third. The time was 12:45. 


The thrid race was n quarter mile 


dash. The first heat was run by Jim 
Hart and Peckham. 
The former won. 


Keddie beat O. Peckham in the second 
tryout heat. 
In the third Mershon 


beat Will Hart. Will Thompson. Art 
Peckham and Kornmeyer ran the last 
tryout. 
The-last named won. 


The winners of each heat now rode 


the final. Keddie was the speediest; 
Mershon was second and Jim Hart 
third.
